21.—The case 
su bmitted by the state and the railway 
companies to determine whether the 
Indiana railway commission has the 
au thority to prohibit the u se and issu ­ 
ance of passes, and also whether the 
railway commission act is constitu tion­ 
al becau se it does not inclu de su per­ 
vision of interu rban lines, was argu ed 
before Ju dge James M. Leathers of the 
su perior cou rt yesterday afternoon. 
Depu ty Attorney General Henry M. 
Dowling appeared for the state. H. R. 
Ku rrie of Rensselaer represented the 
Monon. which was named as defen­ 
dant. John R. Cock ru m. general cou n­ 
sel for the Lak e Erie & Western, ap­ 
peared for a nu mber of roads that 
were Interested. 
The qu estions con­ 
sidered were: 
First, does the issu ­ 
ance of passes present u nju st discrim 
ination within the prohibition contain­ 
ed in the commission law; second, 
does the fact that interu rban railways 
are exempt from the provisions of the 
law render it u nconstitu tional? 
The section of the law which Mr. 
Dowling said prohibited the issu ance 
of passes, follows: 
“If any railroad, 
su bject hereto, shall charge, demand, 
collect or receive from any person a 
greater or less compensation for ary 
service rendered by it than it charges 
to any other person for doing a lik e 
service in the transportation of a lik e 
k ind of traJic u nder su bstantially sim­ 
ilar 
circu mstances 
and 
conditions, 
su ch railroad shall be deemed gu ilty 
of discrimination, which is hereby pro­ 
hibited.” 
Mr. Dowling did not argu e this fea­ 
tu re of the case at length. He declar­ 
ed that the granting of a pass was an 
u nju st discrimination against persons 
who do not have them, as the paes- 
holder gets the same service as the 
person who pays his fare. 
The most 
of his argu ment was directed toward 
proving that the railway commission 
act was not class legislation becau se 
it affected the railroads and exempted 
the Interu rban railways. 
He main­ 
tained 'hat the latter are not common 
carriers lik e railroads, and that there­ 
fore the railway commission act was 
not class legislation becau se they are 
exempted. 
Mr. Ku rrie did not spend 
any time trying to show that intenir- 
bans shou ld have been inclu ded. 
His 
argu ment was relative to the right to 
issu e passes. He said that conditions 
u nder which a passholder travels are 
dissimilar to those of the persons who 
pay fare, as the passholder agrees not 
to hold the company responsible for 
damage, while the company ia respon­ 
sible to the other class of passengers 
foT loss or damage. 
There is no discrimination, he said, 
becau se the conditions are not the 
same. 
He also insisted that the rail­ 
road company gave the pass in the 
capacity of a private carrier and that 
the passholder, in accepting It, sepa­ 
rated himself from the general pu blic 
and became the gu est of the road. 
Ju dge Leathers took the case u nder 
advisement

This result, which is the equiva­ 
len t of the passage of the statehood 
bill, was a great victory for Sen ator 
Beverid ge of In d ian a, whose n ame, 
d u rin g all the y ears of con sid eration 
of the subject ma ter of s’atehood for 
the four territories has been so con ­ 
spicuously an d hon orably con n ected as 
its lead er, an d whose un tirin g efforts 
d urin g all this time, even when there 
was hard ly a forlorn hope for the ac­

of 
statehood , 
n ever 
ceased . 
By the term s of the con feren ce re­ 
port, Oklahoma an d In d ian Territory 
are to be ad mitted to the Un ion as on e 
state u n d er the n ame of Oklahoma. 
When the bill passed the house some 
mon ths ago. It con tain ed the provision 
for the ad mission of New Mexico an d 
Arizon a a s on e state un d er certain 
term s an d even tualities, but the sen ate 
rejected all provision s mad e for New 
Mexico an d Arizon a Territories, an d 
the part of the bill accepted by the 
con feren ce report remain s in su bstan ­ 
tially the same shape a s when the 
bill origin ally passed the house some 
mon ths ago 
A compromise between the sen ate 
an d the house con cern in g Arizon a an d 
New Mexico was d evised by the con ­ 
feren ce committee after man y spirited 
session s an d keen con troversies. 
By 
this compromise, it was provid ed that 


at the fall election s of 1906 the voters 
of these two territories shall d ecid e, 
first, whether they wan t to come in to 
the Un ion as on e state u n d er the n ame 
of Arizon a, an d secon d ly , the voters 
of each territory should d ecid e by ma­ 
jority vote that the people of each 
territory , 
respectively , . so d esired . 
Should a majority of the votes cast in 
either territory be in the n egative 
upon these proposition s, then all fur­ 
ther proceed in gs lookin g to the ad ­ 
mission of New' Mexico an d Arizon a 
to statehood , u n d er the n ame of Arizo­ 
n a. will be suspen d ed . 
In passin g 
upon this proposition , the voters at 
the same time will have the opportu­ 
n ity to select d elegates to the con sti­ 
tu tion al con ven tion , should it be d e­ 
termin ed that the two territories d e­ 
sire ad mission to statehood as the 
state of Arizon a. 
Regard less, how­ 
ever, of the result of the votin g upon 
this proposition in New Mexico an d 
Arizon a, it should have n o effect what­ 
ever upon the ad mission of Oklahoma 
an d In d ian Territory to statehood un ­ 
d er the provision s of the bill, as 
amen d ed by the con feren ce report. 
It must be a source of great gratifi­ 
cation to Sen ator Beverid ge that the 
sen ate has fin ally accepted the con fer­ 
en ce report, con tain in g substan tially 
all the featu res origin ally con ceived 
by him when the statehood question , 
mo~e than four y ears ago. first arose 
in the sen ate.
